Bag  Marks  -  Tiny  harmless  marks  on  the 

uncirculated  coins  caused  by  contact 
with  other  coins  during  the  minting 
process. 

Planchet  -  The  round  blank  metal  disk  used  to 
strike  coins. 

Full  Head  -  A  term  used  on  Standing  Liberty 
Quarters  (1916-1930)  and  Walking 
Liberty  Halves  (1917-1947)  to  denote 
sharpness  of  hair  detail. 

Full  Bands  -  A  term  used  for  Winged  Liberty 

(Mercury)  Dimes  (1916-1945)  to  denote 
fullness  of  strike  on  the  fasces  symbol  on 
reverse  side. 

Whizzed  -  A  technique  by  which  the  coin  is  wire- 
brushed  to  simulate  mint  lustre. 

Recutting  -  The  re-engraving  of  a  die  to  strengthen 
certain  devices. 

Arrows  -  A  feature  placed  opposite  the  date  that 
signifies  a  change  of  weight,  regarding 
the  planchet. 

Trends  -  A  weekly  column  in  Coin  World  a 
numismatic  publication.

1001  1787  Fugio  Cent.  Four  Cinquefoils,  Pointed  Rays 
and  “United  States”  on  reverse.  EF.  A  higher  grade 
which  was  once  cleaned,  but  has  since  toned  back 
(natural  \on\ng)  to  a  pleasant  golden  tan  shade. 
ShoClId  attract  a  $600  -  $800  offer. 


Rare  1792  Washington  “Roman  Head”  Cent 


1002  1792  Washington  “Roman  Head”  Cent  Gem  Proof.  Various  reflective  tan  shades,  some  golden  highlights  on 
the  central  obverse  figure.  The  edge  is  lettered  “UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA”.  Struck  in  copper  and  31mm  in 
diameter,  the  weight  is  approximately  12.9  grams,  or  199  grains.  Only  15  to  20  known  in  all  conditions.  The  most 
famous  and  desirable  of  the  Washington  colonial  coins!  It  was  designed  by  John  Gregory  Hancock  of 
Birmingham,  England.  Listed  in  Breen  as  #1049,  and  in  the  2006  Red  Book  on  page  79.  Indeed,  the  Red  Book’s 
color  photograph  is  of  the  Ford  specimen  (Ford  Part  II,  lot  #25  May,  2004)  which  realized  $32,200.  The  large  spot 
on  Washington’s  head  is  clearly  visible  on  the  color  photograph.  This  specimen  has  no  such  flaw,  or  any  other 
problem  worthy  of  notation! 

Little  is  known  of  this  wonderful  coin,  except  that  it  could  have  been  issued  as  a  satirical  piece  aimed  at 
George  Washington,  who  would  have  found  offense  to  such  a  monarchical  contrivance.  Breen’s  understanding  is 
not  without  its  critics;  today’s  viewer  sees  no  such  sleight.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  viewed  as  a  masterpiece  of 
engraving  and  an  important  artifact  of  American  history.

HINTS  FOR  BIDDING 

BY  FAX  OR  MAIL 


Bidding  in  auctions  can  sometimes  be  a  real  challenge, 
but  bidding  by  mail  presents  its  own  set  of  issues.  Many 
dealers  and  collectors  are  not  able  to  appear  at  auction  in 
person,  yet  want  to  participate  in  the  bidding  process. 
Experience  has  taught  us  ways  to  minimize  frustrations, 
and  maximize  results  for  those  bidding  by  mail,  and  we 
would  like  to  share  some  of  those  ideas  with  you.  Here 
are  the  questions  we  are  asked  most  often,  and  some  of 
the  suggestions  we  have  made  to  bidders  submitting 
mail  bids.  We  think  they  will  save  you  time  and  money, 
as  well  as  help  you  win  lots  you  might  otherwise  miss. 


“I  can’t  come  to  your  office  to  view  lots,  but  I  want 
to  know  more  about  a  particular  lot  before  I  bid  on 
it.” 

Lots  are  available  to  be  viewed  at  the  times  and  places 
posted  in  the  front  of  the  catalogue.  We  often  bring  lots 
to  conventions,  and  there  is  no  better  way  to  learn  about 
numismatics  or  scripophily  than  to  attend  a  convention, 
view  auction  lots,  and  talk  to  dealers  and  collectors.  But 
if  you  can’t  view  items  personally,  here  is  how  we  can 
help  you  get  a  better  idea  of  what  you  are  bidding  on: 

1)  Call  us,  and  we  will  be  happy  to  have  one  of  our 
experts  describe  any  lot  you  ask  about. 

2)  We  can  arrange  to  copy  most  items  and  we  will 
FAX  or  mail  the  copies  to  you  at  a  nominal  charge.  We 
can  also  scan  items  and  email  images. 

3)  If  you  have  established  credit  with  us,  we  may  be 
able  to  ship  lots  to  you  for  direct  viewing. 

Please  realize  that  requests  for  phone  assistance,  for 
copies  or  for  shipping  lots  directly  to  you  must  be 
arranged  well  in  advance  of  the  closing  date  of  the  sale, 
and  that  a  cost  may  be  charged  for  these  services. 

“I  have  a  limited  budget  and  although  there  are 
many  items  I  would  like  to  bid  on,  I  am  afraid  of 
exceeding  my  budget.” 

There  is  an  easy  way  to  solve  this  problem.  It  is  called  a 
“limit”  bid  sheet.  Let’s  look  at  an  example.  Mr.  Smith 
collects  Confederate  notes,  and  he  sees  that  there  are 


over  thirty  lots  he  would  like  to  buy.  His  budget  is 
$1,000,  but  the  estimates  on  the  thirty  lots  he  likes  add 
up  to  well  over  $3,000.  If  he  bids  on  all  thirty,  he  might 
win  them  all  and  exceed  his  budget.  To  be  safe,  he  bids 
on  only  ten,  and  he  wins  only  one  lot  for  a  $100.  Mr. 
Smith  is  disappointed  because  he  missed  the  chance  to 
bid  on  all  thirty  lots.  He  could  have  bid  safely  on  all 
thirty  lots  and  increased  his  chances  of  improving  his 
collection  by  submitting  a  “limit”  bid  sheet.  Here  is  how 
it  works: 

Mr.  Jones  has  the  same  collecting  interests  as  Mr.  Smith. 
He  has  the  same  $1,000  budget.  Mr.  Jones  bids  on  all 
thirty  lots  he  is  interested  in.  He  writes  at  the  bottom  of 
his  bid  sheet  “Please  limit  my  total  winning  bids  to 
$1,000.”  Every  time  Mr.  Jones  wins  a  lot,  we  keep  track 
of  his  total  spending.  When  the  total  reaches  $1,000,  we 
will  stop  applying  his  bids.  We  did  what  he  would  have 
done  had  he  been  at  a  live  auction.  We  spent  only  what 
he  budgeted  for. 

“What  if  there  are  three  similar  lots,  and  I  only  want 
one?” 

“#101  OR  #102  OR  #103  at  $200”  will  work  perfectly. 

“I  bid  $30  on  a  lot  that  was  estimated  at  $100,  and  I 
didn’t  get  the  lot.  Later,  when  I  got  the  Prices 
Realized,  the  lot  was  reported  as  unsold.  Why  didn’t 
I  get  the  lot?” 

The  Terms  of  Sale  state  that  bids  less  than  60%  of  the 
estimate  will  not  be  accepted.  As  auctioneers,  we  have  a 
responsibility  to  the  consignors  as  well  as  the  bidders. 
Any  bid  that  is  considered  to  be  less  than  the  “...regular 
market  value...”  of  the  item  may  be  rejected  by  the 
auction  house.  Keep  this  in  mind  when  making  bids 
below  the  estimates  given.
